50 who is much upset because, during a 
routine examination, the electrocardiogram 
showed a “bundle branch block.” The. fact 
that the man was quite unconscious of any- 
thing wreng with his heart should have 
shown him that the abnormality is not worth 
worrying ‘avout. His heart is still pumping 
away normally, and that is what counts. 

e “bundle” in the heart is a tract of 
specialized muscie which carries the heart 
beat from the base of the heart down to its 
apex. When, in rare cases; thisbundie’ is 
completely blocked by the plugging-up of' an 
artery in the heart, the pulse rate drops to 
40 per minute or less, and the patient is 
likely to ,|have serious annoyance, perhaps 
with brief spells of unconsciousness due to 
an occesiona! failure of enough biood to get- 
to the brain. a 

But when only one of the branches of the 
bundle is blocked, there Tarely is any trouble. 
Practically all. of the patients I have ever 
seen with a branch block had no con- 
sciguaness of anything wrong, and I told 
them not to worry. There is no treatment 
because the little abnormality is due to a 
scar in the heart muscie—a scar that cannot 
be removed.

paratively safe from nuclear hazards.” 

In a matter of a few days he had re. 
ceived 420 replies. 

When I talked to him he said his original 
intention had been to hold a meeting of the 
applicants but in view of the large number 
that have already written in, from widely 
spread-out parts of the country, he is instead 
sending them all a questionnaire.

First, make sure your front wheels point 
straight ahead. This cuts resistance. 
Then press'on the gas pedal renderly, 
Use second gear, or the drive range of 
an automatic shift. A bag of sand in the 
trunk helps traction by adding weight 
to the rear wheels. For double duty, 
use the sand under the tires. 


3. Why you should NOT idle 
your engine to warm it up 
Even in the coldest weather, wait only 
unui the engine is running smoothly 


_ before pulling away. Engineers have 


discovered that wear can be increased 
by letting your car chug away in the 
driveway, At the very least it wastes 
your gas dollars. Help your engine 
warm up quickly by driving away 
Promptly, but at 4 moderate speed, 
Never make it work hard until it’s warm, 

Note: Another cold-beating in- 
gredient in Super Shell is mixed 
pentanes.

UNUSUAL STEP BY ENVQY 


Soviet Note on A-Tests. = 
Rejected by Diefenbaker : 


OTTAWA (UPI) Prime 
Minister John Diefenbaker 
today revealed that the Soviet 
Union has sought Camadian 
support for a nuclear test ban 
agreement without inspection 
and including- France. 

Diéfenbaker told. newsmen 
that he had received a Rus 
sian mote and a letter -from 
Soviet ambassador Amasasp 
A. Aroutunian outlining the 
Soviet position on the current 
Geneva test ban talks. 

The note, regarded by. diplo 
matic sources as unuswal, sug- 
gested an agreement to end. 
nuclear testing, but without 
the inspection sought by the 
west Such an agreement 
would also include France in 
addition to the United States, 
Britain and the Soviet Union, 
Diefenbaker said. 

The prime minister gave de-| 
tails of the mote following a 
speech to a conference of eth- 
nic press editors of Canada. 
He said it was the first of its 


kind he had received from the 
Soviet Union. 

The disclosure backed up| 
reports in diplomatic circles 
that Russia may be) seeking to 
use its embassy here as a 
‘pridge to understanding with | 
the United States | 

Diefenbaker told the editors 
that such an agreement with, 
out provision for .inspection| 
would be “one of the most 
retrograde steps” and meant 
the. abandonment ‘of three 
years of efforts at Geneva dur 
ing which Russia apparently| 
sought agreement on inspec- 
tion. procedures
